The Cooper family arrived in 


Honolulu late Friday.

er out of the Pacific 90 miles 
southeast of Midway Thursday 
afternoon, plowed along at 25 
knots to keep the appointment.

Titan Missile

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — An op- 


erational Titan II missile will be 
on public display in Arkansas for 
the first and perhaps last time 
during an open house at the Little 
Rock Air Base Saturday. 


The missile is one of those

Titan II is the largest intercon- 


tinental ballistics missile in the 
free world. It is 103 feel long and 
weighs 150 tons.

prejudice, suspicion, in- 


security and man's inability to 
get along with his neighbors for 


s own sake. 
While Cooper talked to earth 


from his space ship, President 
Duvaher,, the tyrant of illiterate 
and poverty-stricken Haiti, was 
telling newsmen he intended to 
keep the presidency even though 
his legal term ended as he talked 


Reason and justice and the will 


of the people—three other victor- 
ies which man achieved late and 
often forgets—are not considera- 
tions in Duvalier's lust for power. 
In fairness to Duvalier it must be 
said he is not the only tyrant 
loose in this century. He's just 
clumsier than some of the others. 


Meanwhile Moscow was report- 


ng that Col. Olegnkovsky, con- 
victed of spying for the West 
after a Soviet trial, was executed 
n accordance with the findings of 
he court. 
This 
happened while Britain 


was accusing an Italian scientist 
Dr. Giuseppe E. Martelli, of spy- 
ng for Russia. 


The spying the West does on 


Russia and Russia on the West is 
such a normal condition in inter- 
national relations that it looks ab- 
normal only when discovered. If 
is almost bad manners to be 
caught. 


Spying—a symbol of nations' 


distrust of one another—may be 
considered a morbid manifesta- 
tion of man's insecurity and in- 
ability to get along with himself 
in reasonable fashion. 


But it is a safe bet that man, 


now working overtime on the proj- 
ect, will learn how to reach the 
moon before he learns how to 
live at peace even though not 
learning may end in liis own an- 
nihilation. 


In the South, where white citi- 


zens still insist on discriminating 
against Negro citizens by segre- 
gation, the racial trouble stayed 
cool in Birmingham, perhaps only 
because of Kennedy's readiness to 
use troops. 


It boiled elsewhere. In Greens- 


boro, N.C., hundreds of Negro 
students demonstrated against dis- 
crimination in a cafeteria arl! 
several theaters and went to jail 
for their trouble. 


Since more and more Negroes 


of the South are 
showing im- 


patience 
against discrimination 


and prejudice, in the end there 
may be a violence worse than 
anything in this century. 


Reasonable arrangements there 


might avert disaster but reason 
s working grudgingly. 


One thing is sure: Cooper saw 


more peace in space, where there 
was no one but himself, than he 
ever saw below.
